Of  the  17  new  cases  notified  during  1945,  9 were  pulmon- 
ary, 4 were  glandular,  the  remainder  being  other  sites. 

Two  patients  were  admitted  to  Standish  House,  six  were 
treated  at  home  through  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer,  seven 
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left  the  district,  one  patient  died,  and  one  was  cured.  All  cases 
notified  were  under  the  age  of  fifty  years. 

JOINT  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 

During  the  year  the  total  number  of  admissions  to  the  Joint 
Infectious  Diseases  hospital  was  32;  11  being  patients  from  the 
Cirencester  Urban  District,  4 suffering  from  Diphtheria  and  7 
from  Scarlet  fever.  13  cases  were  admitted  from  the  Cirencester 
Rural  District,  6 from  Tetbury  and  2 from  Northleach.

SICK  BAYS  AND  HOSPITALS. 

Both  the  childrens’  Evacuee  Hospital  and  the  Adult  Sick 
Bay  closed  during  the  year,  the  respective  dates  of  closing  being 
August  5th,  1945  and  June  30th,  1945. 

Evacuee  Childrens’  Hospital. 

A total  of  83  children  were  admitted;  39  from  the  Rural 
District  of  Cirencester  and  31  from  the  Urban  District.  13  were 
admitted  from  other  areas  in  the  County  and  outside.

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  works  at  Baunton 
has  continued  to  be  satisfactory  both  for  quality  and  quantity. 

The  water  supply  is  chlorinated,  and  three  samples  of  water 
as  supplied  have  been  taken  during  the  year,  each  being  found  of 
a high  standard  of  purity. 

During  the  year  13  new  connections  have  been  made  to  the 
water  mains,  of  which  11  were  for  Domestic  Purposes  serving 
17  houses. 

Nine  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  private  wells  which 
were  serving  14  houses. 

Eight  of  these  houses  were  provided  with  a supply  from  the 
Town’s  main,  and  six  additional  houses  with  Town  Water  after 
service  of  Notice  in  the  previous  year. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  Swimming  Baths  continued  to  be  very  popular.  The 
plant  worked  satisfactorily  and  no  difficulties  were  experienced  in 
the  supply  of  chemicals. 

Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a twice  weekly 
basis,  except  for  a short  time  over  the  holiday  period  when  it 
was  collected  weekly.

Sewage  and  Drainage. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  laying  a new  sewer  from 
the  Council’s  outfall  works  at  Shorncote  to  the  Siddington  Road 
end  of  the  Town. 

This  has  yet  to  have  the  sanction  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
before  the  work  can  proceed. 
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Rivers  and  Streams. 

All  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district  have  been  inspected 
from  time  to  time,  and  evidence  of  pollution  was  observed  in 
the  Daglingworth  stream  only. 

This  was  due  to  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  serving 
the  camps  in  the  Park  being  discharged  into  it. 

The  stream  in  question  was  cleaned  out  by  the  Army 
Authority  and  the  fungoid  growths  removed.  No  further  Nuis- 
ance has  been  observed.

Shop  Acts. 

Twenty-four  visits  have  been  made  to  shops  in  the  town 
under  the  Shops  Acts  and  no  action  other  than  the  cleansing  of 
the  Sanitary  Conveniences  has  been  required. 

Factories  and  Workshops. 

One  hundred  and  two  inspections  were  made  under  the 
above  Act. 

Twenty-three  visits  were  made  to  the  Bakehouses  and  the 
annual  cleansing  of  these  premises  has  been  carried  out  satis- 
factorily in  every  case,  and  generally  speaking  they  have  been 
kept  clean  and  in  good  condition. 

One  Bakehouse  had  to  be  dealt  with  for  Rat  Infestation  in 
the  Flour  Store. 

Food  Preparing  Premises. 

The  17  premises  registered  have  been  visited  on  148  occas- 
ions during  the  year.  The  annual  cleansing  of  these  premises 
was  found  to  have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Twenty-seven  visits  have  been  made  to  the  12  registered 
Ice  Cream  Premises,  and  these  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

The  following  licenses  were  granted  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order  during  the  year. 

1 Pasturizing  License. 

2 Bottling  Lice  .ses  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

1 Dealer’s  License  to  sell  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk. 

The  Pasturizing  Plant  at  one  establishment  was  inspected  on 
many  occasions,  and  although  this  was  a very  old  type  of  appara- 
tus, satisfactory  pasturization  was  maintained,  and  all  the  samples 
taken  complied  with  the  required  standard  under  the  Order. 

Several  complaints  were  received  relating  to  sour  milk  from 
one  particular  dairy.  This  was  investigated  and  was  found  to  be 
due  to  inefficient  cleansing  of  bottles  and  shortage  of  labour  in 
the  Dairy.  This  case  was  put  before  the  Manpower  Board  in 
order  to  see  if  arrangements  could  be  made  to  increase  the  Staff. 
As  very  little  improvement  was  effected  the  Proprietor  of  the 
Dairy  was  called  upon  to  show  cause  why  registration  should 
not  be  cancelled.  A warning  was  given  by  the  Council  and  the 
Company  were  allowed  to  continue  retailing  without  the  registra- 
tion being  revoked.  Special  attention  was  devoted  to  this  particu- 
lar case  and  a great  improvement  was  effected. 

One  of  the  main  points  here  was  that  milk  deliveries  were 
very  late,  and  in  order  to  overcome  this,  electric  delivery  vehicles 
had  been  obtained. 

Nineteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  course  of 
the  year,  and  out  of  this  number,  seven  were  found  to  be  unsatis- 
factory from  a cleanliness  point  of  view.  Every  case  was  investi- 
gated, and  the  necessary  action  taken  to  bring  the  milk  up  to  the 
required  standard. 

One  Dairy  changed  ownership,  and  a complete  new  sterili- 
zing and  bottling  machine  was  installed  effecting  a considerable 
improvement. 

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  inspected  several  times 
during  the  course  of  the  year,  and  attention  was  drawn  in  certain 
instances  to  the  re-cleansing  of  the  interior  of  the  cowsheds. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  Nuisances  were  reported  during  the  course  of  the  year, 
but  special  attention  has  been  paid  to  one  of  the  chimneys  from 
the  Flour  Mill  and  no  Nuisance  has  been  observed  here. 
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Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

A further  survey  was  carried  out  in  the  district  by  the  County 
Council’s  Pests  Officer,  acting  as  Agent  for  the  Council,  many 
cases  of  Rat  Infestation  being  dealt  with. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

No  new  licenses  were  granted  during  the  year.  The  two 
temporary  licenses  granted  in  1914  expired  and  were  not  renewed. 

Disinfestation  of  Premises. 

Four  premises  have  been  fumigated  after  Bug  Infestation 
and  no  further  complaints  have  been  received. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Seventy-four  Nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year, 
54  were  abated,  work  was  in  progress  on  some  of  the  remaining 
properties  and  in  the  others  action  was  being  taken. 

In  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  bring  the  matter  before  the 
Court  and  a conviction  was  obtained  here.  The  owner  of  the 
property  was  prosecuted  and  the  work  was  carried  out,  subse- 
quently abating  the  Nuisance. 

Housing  Acts. 

During  the  year  visits  have  been  made  to  all  applicants  for 
Council  Houses  and  their  domestic  circumstances  investigated, 
special  attention  being  paid  to  the  state  of  the  dwellings.  Regard 
has  also  been  paid  to  overcrowding  and  unhealthy  conditions, 
appropriate  action  having  been  taken. 

Notices  have  been  served  where  necessary  under  the  Housing 
and  Public  Plealth  Acts. 

Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Inspection. 

As  in  the  previous  year  four  slaughterhouse  licenses  were 
granted.  Two  were  for  the  Government  Slaughterhouses,  one 
was  for  the  Bacon  Factory  and  the  last  was  issued  to  another 
Bacon  Factory  for  use  in  the  case  of  emergency. 

Eighteen  Slaughtermen’s  Licenses  were  granted  during  the 
year  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Seven  hundred  and  eleven  visits  were  made  to  the  Slaughter- 
houses and  Bacon  Factory  during  the  year,  and  the  following 
were  slaughtered  : — 
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Beasts.  Sheep.  Calves.  Pigs. 

1,673  5,805  1,751  16,415 

Practically  all  of  the  Beasts,  sheep,  calves  and  porker  pigs 
were  examined,  but  of  the  Bacon  Pigs  killed  at  the  Factory  7647 
were  examined. 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  Casualties  which  came 
into  the  Slaughterhouses  and  Bacon  Factory,  and  every  assistance 
was  given  for  examination  by  the  owner  of  the  Bacon  Factory 
and  the  Ministry  of  Food  Representative  at  the  Slaughterhouses. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  and  offal  condemned  during  the 
year  was  22  tons,  9 cwts,  1 qr.,  23  lbs.  This  weight  includes  the 
carcases  and  all  offal  of  25  beasts,  21  sheep,  25  pigs  and  2 calves. 

In  this  district  many  casualties  come  into  the  Slaughter- 
houses, and  these  are  often  found  to  be  totally  unfit. 

Other  Foods. 

Numerous  inspections  were  made  of  foods  at  the  various 
shops  in  the  town,  and  during  the  year  some  1182  tins  of  food 
including  Meat,  fish,  fruit  and  vegetables  were  found  to  be  unfit. 
In  addition  the  following  items  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption  and  were  destroyed.

Water  Supplies. 

The  area  of  the  district  supplied  by  statutory  undertakings 
remained  unchanged. 

The  water  scheme  for  the  provision  of  a piped  supply  to 
the  Parish  of  Siddington  was  near  completion  in  December,  1945 
and  work  on  the  scheme  for  the  Parish  of  Down  Ampney  was 
proceeding. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Parishes  of  Preston  and  Sapperton 
proved  inadequate  and  schemes  are  in  hand  for  water  supply 
improvements  in  these  Parishes. 

In  the  parish  of  Poulton  difficulty  was  experienced  owing  to 
insufficient  pressure  throughout  the  built-up  areas  of  the  village, 
a scheme  is  in  hand  to  provide  a new  water  main  of  adequate 
size  laid  through  the  village. 


Samples. 

The  water  from  the  Council’s  four  undertakings  is  chlorin- 
ated and  the  results  of  thirteen  samples  of  the  water,  examined 
by  the  Public  Analyst  were  all  found  to  be  satisfactory,  with  the 
exception  of  one  sample  which  was  found  to  be  fairly  satisfactory.

Sewage. 

No  new  works  were  undertaken  by  the  Council  and  condi- 
tions remain  as  last  year.  The  improvement  of  the  sewerage 
system  at  Fairford  was  considered  by  the  Council  and  their 
Consulting  Engineer  was  instructed  to  prepare  an  improvement 
scheme. 

Cleansing  of  the  three  sewage  outfalls  at  Lechade  and 
sewage  tanks  at  North  Cerney  was  carried  out  by  a mechanical 
cesspool  emptier  under  contract  during  the  year. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

Refuse  collection  in  the  35  parishes  was  carried  out  by 
Contract.  The  Refuse  tip  at  Daglingworth  was  closed  during 
the  year  and  the  two  Refuse  tips  in  the  parishes  of  Fairford  and 
Siddington  were  controlled  by  direct  labour  together  with 
periodical  labour  and  the  use  of  a bulldozer  from  the  American 
Military  Authorities.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

The  district,  comprising  26  Parishes,  is  almost  wholly 
agricultural.  The  estimated  population  for  this  year  shows  a 
figure  below  that  of  the  census  of  1931. 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  consulting  engineers  were 
instructed  to  prepare  a comprehensive  water  and  sewerage 
scheme  for  the  whole  district.  By  the  end  of  the  year  a scheme 
had  been  considered  by  the  council  and  approved.  The  two 
proposed  sources  were  being  measured  periodically  to  ascertain 
their  minimum  yield.  The  scheme  embraces  all  the  parishes 
in  the  district.  At  present  only  Northleach  is  supplied  by  the 
Council,  the  remaining  parishes  being  supplied,  in  the  main, 
from  private  sources. 

Water  Samples. 

During  the  year  23  samples  of  water  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst,  with  the  following  results  : — 

3 satisfactory,  16  fairly  satisfactory,  and  4 unsatisfactory. 
Most  of  the  water  in  the  district  is  derived  from  limestone  forma- 
tions and  is  of  a hard  nature.  There  is  no  plumbo-solvent 
action.  None  of  the  supplies  receive  treatment  by  chlorination. 

Refuse  Collection. 

It  was  possible,  during  the  year,  to  bring  the  parish  of 
Whittington  into  the  refuse  collecting  scheme.  The  question  of 
the  Council  undertaking  the  refuse  collection  by  direct  labour 
was  considered  and  approved  and  as  soon  as  conditions  allow 
it  is  hoped  to  serve  every  parish. 
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River  Pollution. 


The  brook  at  Brockhampton  gave  rise  to  complaint,  having 
become  polluted  from  an  overloaded  sewage  system.  The  brook 
was  cleaned  out  and  efforts  made  to  reduce  the  load  on  the 
system.

Water  Supply. 

Tetbury.  The  supply  in  this  Parish  has  been  satisfactorily 
maintained  during  the  year  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  The 
electric  submersible  pump  on  hire  from  the  Harland  Engineering 
Co.,  Ltd.,  gave  very  satisfactory  service.  Pumping  level  of  the 
well  in  which  this  pump  is  fixed  never  dropped  below  200  feet 
whilst  being  used  on  an  average  of  seven  hours  per  day  at  a 
capacity  of  approximately  9,000  gallons  per  hour.  No.  2 borehole 
was  used  as  a standby,  the  engine  and  pump  being  kept  in  good 
condition  by  being  run  once  a week  for  a few  hours. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Parochial  Committee  decided  to  replace 
the  old  pump  in  No.  1 borehole  with  a new  electrically  driven 
borehole  pump  of  12,000  capacity  using  the  rising  main  and 
shafts  of  the  old  pump  as  recommended  by  their  Consulting 
Engineers,  Messrs.  Ross,  Hooper  and  Harvey,  of  Chippenham. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  new  pump  will  be  ready  early  in  the  new  year. 

25,751,400  gallons  of  water  were  pumped  during  the  year, 
5,047,000  gallons  being  supplied  to  the  R.A.F.  Station,  Babdown, 
giving  an  average  daily  consumption  by  the  R.A.F.  of  14,000 
gallons.  The  average  daily  consumption  in  Tetbury  amounted 
to  57,000  gallons,  equal  to  25  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 
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All  of  the  691  houses  in  the  parish  are  supplied  by  the 
Council’s  undertaking. 

Five  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  satisfactory. 


Didmarton , Long  Newnton , and  Shipton  Moyne. 


The  above  Parishes  are  in  the  area  of  the  West  Gloucester 
Water  Company  Ltd.,  who  supply  most  of  the  area  by  standpipes 
and  direct  connections.  Outlying  parts  of  the  parishes  are  sup- 
plied by  private  undertakings  and  wells. 

The  remaining  nine  parishes  are  dependent  on  small  private 
supplies,  wells,  and  springs  incapable  of  carrying  increased 
demands. 

522  inspections  in  connection  with  water  supplied  were 
made  during  the  year. 

Messrs.  Ross,  Hooper  and  Harvey,  of  Chippenham,  sub- 
mitted their  report  on  a Regional  Scheme  of  water  supply  for 
the  Tetbury  Rural  District  which  was  approved  in  principal  by 
the  Council  and  forwarded  to  the  Gloucestershire  County  Council 
and  Ministry  of  Health  for  their  observation.
